Another is the spirited 
defense by Mr, Fraser Wilkins, Director of State Department's Office of 
NEA, of the Department's rebuff to Colonel Nasser on the Aswan Dam project. 

More important, however — though less immediately impressive . was 
the composition of the student body. By age, grade (11-13 generally), area 
experience and present assignment, this group of 12 Agency and 4 non-Agency 
persons was reasonably well-fitted to grapple with the two-fold theme of 
the course — nationalism and Communism in the Middle East. Student attendance, 
interest and participation throughout the two weeks, as well as daily adher- 
ence to an outside reading schedule, were very good. 

This Seminar was the first run by the Western Staff $ this experience 
and the students’ critiques indicate that additional seminars might well be 
offered if the work load permitted.
